vigilanea of the District Watchmen, the 
Kidnapping Detectives, the Polis, and

Another- movement has lately been 
made in California, in connection with 
the-Obinese, which may turn out'to be 
of the greatest importance. It haa long 
been known, both here and in California, 
that the real moving power of the Chinese 
immigration into the Pacific States is to 
be found in the Six Companies or Chinese 
Guilds of San Francisco. Although it is 
probably imponsibie-ever to obtain reli- 
able proof of the statement, it is the 
common belief that a large majority of 
the Chinese who ship for California from 


_| year to year are under the power of those 


Companies, The passage-tickets of those 
who are too poor to pay for them are 
provided by the influence of thé Com- 
panies or their agents, and the latter are 
here regarded as all-powerful in -every- 
thing relating to the great * Chinese 
Question.” Like all such: organizations 
existing among Chineso, it ia next, to 
impossible to understand the working of 
the system adopted and maintained by 
these institutions or combinations.. In 
San Francisto, however, as everywhere 
else where Chinese exist in any number, 
thd almond-eyed people governed them- 
selves, and the “ Six Companies” Guild 
furnished a law unto itself, a Consulate 
and a Legation all in one. Whether or 
not the establishment of the Consulate: 
General at San Francisco is beginning 
to exercise any palpable influence upon 
this monopoly of power and secretiveness, 
it is difficult to say. Buta case which 
is mentioned in the last American papers 
to hand seems to point,to that possibility, 
A complaint has at last beon brought by 
the U. 8. authorities against a Chinese 
firm in San, Francisco, in that its partners 
“unlawfully, knowingly, and wrongfully 
took and caused to be’ taken and trans- 
ported to the United ‘States from _the 
Empire of China, to wit, one Wing Wo, 
without the free and ‘voluntary consent 
of said Wing Wo, and against his will, 
for the purpose of holding him, the said 
Wing Wo, toa term of service within 
the State of California, contrary to the 
form of ‘statutes of the United States.” 
A -second, allegation. was to the effect 
that the Chinese firm in question did 
contract in advance to supply the labour 
of the said coolie, whose services were to 
be furnished contrary to the will and 
voluntary consent of said coolie, and in 
violation of the laws of the United 
States, The persons’ proceeded against 
were represented as the Doo family 
(John, Richard, Williaw, Thomas and 
James), comprising the Chinese firm of 
King Chow & Co.,'and the arrest of the 
defendants was postponed till the Chi- 
nese witness, the aforesaid coolie, was 
seoured, The sections of the Immigra- 
tion ‘Act under which the above charges 
are laid are a8 follow :-— 

Sec. 2: That-if any citizen of the United 
States, or-other persén amenable to the laws 
of the United States, shall take, or cause to 
be taken or transported, to or from the 
United States any subject of China, Japan, 
or any Oriental country, without their free 
and voluntary consent, for the purpose of 
-holding them to @ term of service, . such 
citizen or other person shall be liable to be 
indicted therefor, and, on conviction of such 
offense, shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding two thousand dollars and be impri- 
soned. not exceeding one year; and all:con- | 
tracts and dgreements-for a term of service 
of such persons in the United States, whe- 
|ther made in advance or in pureuance of 
such illegal importation, and whether such 
importation shall have been in American or 
other vessels, are hereby declared void.

THE LIUCHIU CONTROVERSY. . 


Mr Frederic H. Balfour, writing from 
the Imperial Japanese Legation; Peking, 
Auguat 2ad, to the Editor of the Shanghat 
Courier, draws attention to certain mislead-. 
{ng and erroneous statements which appear- 
ed in a leading article in that paper, on the 
21st ultimo, headed ** The Prospect of War. 

stwoen Ohina and Japan.” In the second 
paragraph of the aricle the Editor sald that’ 
“the British and French Ministers have 
been asked at Poking to intervene and 
endeavour to bring abont a settlement, and 
that these Ministers, after consultation with 
the Japanese Minister informed the Obineso 
Goveroment that the Japanese Government 
were quite willing to give up the Loochoos 
receiving; some other islands in exchange.” 
Whether the Ohinese have requested the 
mediation of any of the Foreign Ministers 
Mr Balfour is not in a position to say ; but. 
he is authorised to give an unqualified 
denial to the somewhat. startling an- 
nouncements which form the conclasion 
of -the sentence. No. communications 
any sort have taken place between the 
Japanese Minister and any of his col- 
leagues upon the subject, and no euch 
popontian as the exchange of Liu-chia 

or any other haa been advanced or 
even contemplated. The most serious 
misapprehension, however, in the artic’es, 
is in the passage where it sreaks of 
the recent ‘*ssizare” of the Liuchlu_slands 
by the Japanese,—a step on their part 
which the Courier said, was “ only intended 
as a slap in the face for China” It is 
perhaps almost impossible, ssys Mr Balfour: 
to overestimate the radical wrongness of 
view. ‘*The use of such words as 
‘seizure,’ ‘ annexation,’ and so forth, not 
only tends to throw an utterly false colour 
over the quettion as it stands, but shows a 
complete lack of acquaintance with the 
history of Liuchiu in the past, and its posi- 
tion with regard to Japsn at presout, To 
set this point right, 1 cannot do better than:

pire, the ao-called King of Liuchiu became 
simply an ordinary Japanese subject, like 
all the other local pricess who were then 
mediatised ; but he received from the 
Mikad> a title of consolation which plaodd 
‘bim foremost among the nobility of the 
land, The political sovereignty of Japan 
was repularly applied to his country, 
though acertain local autonomy was atill 
left to'it on administrative queations. Tt 
may be mentioned as evidence of the 
application of the suvercignty of. Japan, 
that in 1874 the Mikado sont a force to 
Formosa to avenge the mutder of some ship- 
wrecked Liuchiuans, and that Japan thereby. 
nearly got: into a war with China, which 
claimed to, be tbe suzerain of Formosa ; but 
China ended by recognizing, the right’ of 
the Mikado to protect bis: Liuchiuan sub- 
jects, and paid an indemnity. “What is 
now called the annexation of Liuchtu to 
Japan ia therefore an error of words ; what 
has been done has beon simply to suppress 
what remained of local autonomy: and to 
extend to the Islands the administrative 
system applied throughout Japan.’”? This, 
Mr Balfaur thinka, places the whole matter 
in as c'eara light as need be. ‘If there 
has been eny ‘seizure, the seizure took 
place two hundred and seventy ‘years ago, 
when the Liuchiuen King ao far recognised 
the. position of sffiirs‘as to give the Ja- 
-panese a solemn acknowledgment of thelr 
suzerainty, embodied in two documenta— 
one signed by the King himself, the other 
by his nobles, -Theso documents, I need 
bardly add, aro still in preservation.”

Tho wonder is, that the 
mortality among the permanent residents 
of Chinese cities'is not greater than it is. 
Peking, with its broad streets and largo 
spaces, is perhaps healthier than the ma- 
jority of cities with their closer quarters, 
narrow etreets or lanes, and accumulations 
of ‘filth and stagnant water. Yet this | 
pre-eminence is largely. counteracted by 
such accumulations of concentrated filth as, 
no other city in the world..can boast. The 
sewers on either side of the principal streets, 
intended to be “blind” and°free, but open 
in innumerable places and not “free,” 80 a8 
to discharge their Contents, are nothing but 
receptacles of every kind of abomination 
to pollute the air and breed disease. The 
approaches to the oapital are as unsatisfac- 
frye its condition. 

© are sorry’ to learn that the engagement 
of the geologist and mining expert, Mr. Ar- 
nold Hague, by H.E, Li Hung-chang, ter- 
minated on the 31st ult.

Fane, Curios, Articles of Dress 
‘Fancy Work, and similar presents aro con- 
tinually being ‘refused, the senders having 
often spent moro in Postage than would 
have paid the freight by steamer. No 
refund can be made on such parcels of the 
value _of_Stamps _ obliterated_befor 
‘mature of the contenta was discovered.

Under instructions from the London 
Post Uffice, the Maila for the United King- 
dom which Lave hitherto been forwarded 
vid. Marseilles, will henceforth be forwarded 
vid Naples, oa it is underatood that a gain 
of twelve hours results from the adoption 
of this route. : 

As it would be extremely inconvenient to 
divide the mail, and no practical advantage 
would result from doing 80, all correspond- 
ence intended for the United Kingdom by 
French Paoket will be sent via Naples, even 
though marked vii Marseilles. : 

An impression appears ‘to prevail that 
correspondence for the Mediterranean ata- 
tions, Gibraltar, Malta, Cyprus, the Levant, 
Turkey, . do.,- can be forwarded only by 
British Packet. It can be forwarded also 
‘by French Packet, , and if so forwarded 
generally arrives a week earlier than if it 
had been detained for the British Mail. 


The Post Office is not,-by law, responsible 
for any loss or inconvenience which may 
arjso frem the non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal pened (even if the packet be re- 
-piatered), nor is the Post Office responsible 


| for any injury which a packet may sustain 


during ils transmission. : 
To guard against such injury. all postal 
‘packets which are likely to suffer from 


stamping or,from great pressure should be } . 


. placed in strong covers; and even with this 
precaution no fragile artic'e should bo sent 
through the Post. It should be remembored 
that every: packet bas to be handled several 
times; tbat it is;exposed to considerable 
pressure and friction ‘in the mail bag ; and 
that, whenever the bag has in the course of 


its transmission to be transferred by means |” 
-of-the-railway-apporatus, the risk-of-injary-| 


is. much ineredacd, 

No information'can be given respecting 
letters which pass through-a@-Post ‘Office 
except to-the ‘persons to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no other way is official 
information of a’private character allowed 
to be made public. A Postmaster may, 
however, give an address if he bas no reason 
to believe that the person whogo address it 
is would disapprove of his doing 50. 

Postmasters are not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 

“or to any one else, or to delay forwarding 
it to its déstination according to the address, 
even though a, request to such effect be 
written thereon; : 

Postmasters are not t ound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand change ; 
and when money is ‘paid at a Post Office, 
whether as change or otherwise, no qu: stion 
as to its right amcunt, goodness, or weight 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from the counter, 

Postmasters are not bound to weigh any 
lettera or other packets for the public, but 
hey may do so if their duty bo not thereby 
impeded. 


The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the Hast and West Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently with setious injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other. The 
public are therefore recommended, in all 
such cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to adviae their correspondents in the coun- 
trios referred to, to do the same. 


The registration ofa packet makes iis 
transmiszion much more secure, inasmuch 
ag, under ordinary circumstances, a regis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course ; and thus the loss of a registered 
packet isa veryrareocourtence. Neverthe- 


less large sums of money ‘or other articles. 


of great value should not be sent through 
the post, even if the packet be registered; as 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged with a view to such transmission. 
‘By law, the Post Office is’ not. responsible 
for the safe delivery of registered packets ; 
though any officer who may neglect his 
duty on this point will be called to atrict 
account. Sent in unregistered letters, valu- 
able articles are exposed to risk, and ¢ fera 
temptation which ought not to. be created ; 
and the Departmeat cannot in any way 
undertake the safe conveyance-of such 
packets, All inland or colonial letters, 
therefore, which- contain coin, and 
inland ietters which contain watches or 
jewollery, even though they. be posted 
without registration, are treated as register- 
ed, aud charged on delivery with a double 
registration fee of eightpence in addition to 
the ordinary postage; and any such Jettera 
which cannot be registered in time to be 
forwarded by the Mail for which they are 
posted are detained for the next despatch. 
Even if the letter do not contain any article 
of intrivalc .value, it should, if it be very 
important, be registered. wt 

Most countries to which Hongkong for- 
wards Correspondence having joined the 
General Postal Union or teipg probably 
about to do 50, it is neceasary that the 
following rules be strictly observed.

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter. 


The following Regulations as to the 
Indemnity to be paid in. cortain cases on 
‘| the logs of Registered correspondence have 
been made by His Excellency the Governor 
under Ordinanco 10 of 1876, Section XII. 
The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe. delivery of Registered corres. 
pondence, but henceforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good the contents of puch 
correspondence lost while pasaing through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
‘| cases, provided :— : 

1, ‘Lhat the sender duly observed all the 

| conditions of Registration require. 

2. That the lotter was eeourely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. 

3. That application was made ‘to tho 
Postmaster encral of Hongkong im- 
mediately the" loss was discovered, the 
euvelope boing invariably forwarded with 
such application unless it also is lost. 

_. 4. bat the Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the corros- 
pondeuce was in the custody of the British © 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by destruction by firo, or ebipwreck, 
nor by the disho:.esty or negligence of soy 
peraon not in the employment of the 
Hongkong Post Office. , 

5, No compensation can be paid for mere 
damage to fragile articles such as-portralta, 

watches, handsomely bound books, &c., 
which reach their destinatlon, although in
